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NOTES IN SEASON. 

Harper & Brothers announce the reprint¬ 
ing this week of four of their recent books: 
“My Mark Twain,” by William Dean How¬ 
ells “Cavanagh, Forest Ranger,” by Hamlin 
Garland; “Max,” by Katherine Cecil Thurs¬ 
ton ; “The Silver Horde,” by Rex Beach. 

Owen Johnson, author of “The Varmint,” 
has yielded to the repeated requests from his 
readers and publishers, and has decided to 
write a story of the “Varmint,” and some of 
his fellows at Yale. This will first appear as 
a serial in one of the great popular maga¬ 
zines, and later as a book. 

That premier newspaper annual, The 
World Almanac , goes for sale as usual on 
January 1. It is as staple a seller in its sea¬ 
son as any book in the retail trade, and no 
bookseller can make a mistake in stocking 


largely and pushing it energetically. Its price 
and accuracy make it deservedly popular. 

Elsewhere announcement is made to-day 
of the publication in January of a new novel 
by Gaston Le Roux, “The Phantom of the 
Opera.” The author of “The Mystery of the 
Yellow Room,” etc., has written a mystery 
story of a ghost in the famous Paris Opera 
House and of the kidnapping of its prima 
donna. Illustrated in color by Andre Cas- 
taigne. 

Charles Scribner's Sons have a whole¬ 
some, interesting novel which is fast becom¬ 
ing a very successful one in Jesse Lynch 
Williams’s “The Married Life of the Frederic 
Carrolls.” The large first edition was ex¬ 
hausted the first week after publication, and 
the second will by no means supply the de¬ 
mand for this pleasant story of modern Amer¬ 
ican marriage which cannot for an instant be 
classed with “problem” fiction. 

“Stories from the Chronicle of the Cid,” 
by Mary Wright Plummer, show the same 
talent for making instruction fascinating that 
gave “Roy and Ray in Mexico” and “Roy and 
Ray in Canada” their undisputed place among 
the children’s books of the past two seasons. 
Miss Plummer has made no effort to dis¬ 
entangle the real Cid from the Cid of legend, 
but has selected from Southey’s “Chronicle 
of the Cid” and Lockhart’s “Spanish Bal¬ 
lads” such portions as seemed most likely to 
interest boys and girls and to lead them to 
understand why the Cid is such a hero to the 
children of Spain. Henry Holt & Co. publish 
the book. 

“At Sunset,” the new volume of poems 
by Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, has just been 
published by Houghton Mifflin Co. Peculiar 
interest attaches itself to this collection of 
Mrs. Howe’s later poems, upon which she 
was engaged at the time of her death, for it 
includes the vigorous and noteworthy poems 
which she wrote, even to her last year, for 
significant public occasions. There are many 
tributes to personal friends, like Dr. Holmes, 
Phillips Brooks and the poet Whittier. The 
photogravure frontispiece is from the fine por¬ 
trait by her son-in-law, John Elliott. Mrs. 
Howe’s publishers have also just issued a 
new edition of her “Reminiscences,” which 
covers eighty years of her eventful life. 

D. Afpleton & Company have recently in¬ 
augurated a series of books, to be called 
Appleton's Railway Series , with Ray Morrises 
volume on “Railroad Administration.” This 
volume is designed to cover the executive 
work involved in building and operating rail¬ 
roads. The next book to appear in the series 
will be “Railroad Traffic and Rates,” by Em¬ 
ory R. Johnson and Grover G. Huebner, both 
of the University of Pennsylvania. It will 
be in two volumes. The next volume to come 
out in Appleton's Business Series, in which 
Dr. E. S. Meade’s “Corporation Finance” re¬ 
cently appeared, will be “The Principles of 
Industrial Management,” by Professor John 
C. Duncan, of the University of Illinois.

THE ENGLISH BOOKTRADE AND THE 
ELECTIONS. 

The American booktrade may have some 
troubles of its own, but fortunately it does 
not suffer any such demoralization on ac¬ 
count of elections as does the English book- 
trade. A general election once in seven 
years was an evil to be foreseen, one coming 
so close on the heels of last year’s is viewed 
by the English trade as little short of a 
calamity. Just why this should be so any 
more than with us it is difficult to explain, 
though one paper points to the English 
woman’s much greater interest and activity 
in things political, and argues that in a cam¬ 
paign women, the main book buyers, have no 
time to read. Be that as it may, the English 
holiday trade has been seriously hurt, and a 
number of publishers have made postpone¬ 
ments to spring for this reason. 

Speaking editorially on the subject The 
Bookseller says: “The question whether pub¬ 
lishers would not be well advised to spread 
their new issues over the whole year, instead 
of confining them, as at present, to a couple 
of comparatively short ‘seasons/ has once 
more been raised in connection with the pres¬ 
ent political upheaval and its mischievous ef¬ 
fect upon the book market. No one, it is 
true, could foresee that such a misfortune as 
a December general election was likely to be 
inflicted upon the country. But the fact re¬ 
mains that such disturbances, whenever they 
might occur, would be much less potentially 
harmful if the publishing ‘season’ continued 
all the year round. And, quite apart from 
any risk of political or other outside distrac¬ 
tions, it is obvious that individual works of 
merit cannot get all the attention they de¬ 
serve when the year’s new books are poured 
forth in an overwhelming flood at certain 


fixed and limited periods. All this is so evi¬ 
dent that, though established customs die 
hard, I think we shall see a change of policy 
in this matter, though perhaps a gradual one, 
in the near future.” 


We gladly confess that w r e were probably 
in error in suggesting that the Pan American 
Copyright Convention could not be ratified 
by the United States without reservation, be¬ 
cause of the manufacturing clause in the gen¬ 
eral copyright act. That question, it seems, 
was raised at the time the copyright conven¬ 
tion adopted at Mexico City, in 1902, w r as 
under consideration, and the Acting Attorney- 
General then gave an opinion to the Secretary 
of State that there appeared to be no legal 
impediment to the ratification of the conven¬ 
tion, which would have the effect of except¬ 
ing authors of other countries in the conven¬ 
tion from the manufacturing clause. The 
ratification of that convention, though long 
deferred, was actually made in 190S, and it 
was proclaimed by the President April 19, 
1908. The ratification of the new convention 
would therefore follow a precedent already 
set, as the provision that no formalities other 
than those necessary in the country of origin 
are requisite for protection in this country, 
bears to our domestic legislation the same 
relations as certain provisions in the conven¬ 
tion already ratified and thus made part of 
our legal system. In fact the exception to 
the manufacturing clause, relieving the orig¬ 
inal text of a foreign work in a language other 
than English from the restriction, brings the 
convention and the domestic law into closer 
harmony than in the case of the previous con¬ 
vention, for as the countries of the Pan 
American Union other than the United States 
use the Spanish or Portuguese language ex¬ 
clusively, their authors could obtain protec¬ 
tion in the United States without manufac¬ 
turing here under our domestic legislation. 
It is to be hoped that with this precedent be¬ 
fore it the Senate will promptly ratify the 
new convention, which in fact would not alter 
the status of Spanish-American authors in 
this country, except by relieving them of 
registration formalities. 

By the time this issue is in the hands of 
most of our readers the Christmas rush will 
be over, and most bookstores will con¬ 
sist, we hope, of oases of books in a desert 
of bare shelves and littered floors. If there 
is any one time in the year when a bookstore 
has the right to look disorderly it is the 
morning after Christmas. 
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From every hand have come reports of an 
excellent season, if not the record, one near 
it. Buying has never been more systematized, 
displays more attractive, or the public appa¬ 
rently more eager for good books. 

Now, in the breathing spell of retrospect 
and recuperation is opportunity to recall pos¬ 
sible mistakes of method, and suggestions 
for improvement which may be applied dur¬ 
ing the coming year. And for this New 
Year, the best year yet in the booktrade, The 
Publishers' Weekly offers the heartiest of

FASHIONS IN HOLIDAY BOOKS. 

This is the bookmaker’s hour. Now, if 
ever, he expects the public to give him heed. 
After months of preparation his shop is 
thrown open. And in many ways, no doubt, 
'well it may be. Outdoing Mohammed, he 
has made the mountain, and the whole world 
besides, come to him. Through him East and 
West, North Pole and Southern Seas, are 
any reader’s for the asking. So are the 
painters, authors, prophets, martyrs. The 
completeness of the output is, indeed, a little 
appalling. There is scarcely a branch of 
knowledge which is not presented compre- 
hensivelv, in attractive form and manner. 
What though at Christmas the oracles are 
dumb, the publishers are not. 

We may mention at the outset, said the 
Nation last week, some of the features which 
are more particularly associated with the 
season. Especially agreeable is the thought 
which has been given to children’s books. 
The best of the fairy tales, tales of heroes 
like Odysseus, Roland and Samson, and a 
quantity of other historical matter told pleas¬ 
antly but without gush, besides photographs 
of the masterpieces of painting and sculpture, 
place -the elements of culture where a child 
will not avoid them, and make a valuable 
foundation for later thought and reading. 
Under such tutelage, who shall say that the 
child, become man, will not win back the 
pleasurable art of allusion, or that he will not 
cultivate the habit of historical perspective 
in forming judgments of present needs? A 
word likewise for the illustrations, both for 
juveniles and adults—at least, for those illus¬ 
trations which stand out from the many that 
are garish and tawdry. Artistic skill in this 
line has been progressing steadily; so have 
the processes of mechanical reproduction, and 
between the two some beautiful creations 
have resulted. Books of travel, in particular, 
have come off well, with their lovely bits of, 
the old world; and,, in a few instances, we 
have observed simple photogravures of city 
scenes almost as artistic as etchings. As to 
the so-called “handsome editions” with which 
Christmas is loaded, opinions will differ wide¬ 
ly. To us they are, for the most part, over¬ 
done, and contrast unfavorably with those 
true rulings and simple pages of other days. 
Here, much more than in the less elaborate 
editions, the designs and color-schemes are 
of the impressionistic, unstable sort. 


In general, the publishers have shown rare 
ingenuity in trying to meet a great variety of 
tastes. Part of their zeal, however, seems to 
us questionable, if not pernicious. Reading, 
under ideal conditions, “maketh a full man, 
but to-day it becomes a weariness to the 
flesh, even for him who reads but the titles. 
Publisher vies with publisher. Not only are 
the old favorites re-issued, but new favorites 
are created on the spur of the moment. The 
publishers, no doubt, will tell you that they 
are carried along by a force stronger than 
themselves. Like the etiquette which pre¬ 
vents disarmament, for which each nation 
shouts in turn, suspicion of the other fellow 
keeps the publisher from his avowed wish to 
limit himself to a few books each year. Mean¬ 
while, to stand the bombardment,, the reading 
public may well pray for aes triplex. True, 
he who runs may read, and still the running 
reader is no match to-day for the active 
publisher. 

The latter, in point of fact, recognizes this, 
and agrees to do your reading for you by 
furnishing a predigested variety. There never 
was a time when books of reference were so 
plentiful. There are even summaries of fic¬ 
tion, the best hundred pages of Plato, of Her¬ 
bert Spencer. Keeping pace, too, with the 
specialist, publishers now get out hosts of 
“series” in which knowledge, cut perpendicu¬ 
larly, athwart, or to order, is easily accessible. 
If it is true that “he is wise who knows the 
way to the book-shelves,” then wisdom will 
soon be omniscience. And in this respect— 
putting conveniently upon record the doings 
of man, his every thought and feeling, how¬ 
ever trivial—the publishers of the present 
time have wrought heroically. Yet there 
comes the distressing feeling that this policy 
is partly mistaken. Does the reader read 
more the more his reading is done for him? 
That may be an Irish question, but it fairly 
presents the situation. The chances are, we 
believe, that the modern way is weakening to 
the public’s mental fabric. When men had 
to go distances to borrow books and had to 
make their own summaries, they remembered 
what they read, if only in self-defence. The 
tendency nowadays is to get knowledge lit¬ 
erally at hand, and to get it permanently any 
farther is thought unnecessary. In the hour 
of need, we append the works of Francis 
Bacon on these very matters: 

“Read not to contradict and confute, nor 
to believe and take for granted, nor to find 
talk and discourse, but to weigh and consider.” 


GROWTH OF THE LIBRARY OF CON¬ 
GRESS. 

The annual report of the Librarian of 
Congress shows that the congressional library 
is moving rapidly toward a supreme position 
in numerical strength among the libraries of 
the world. It now ranks third, accepting the 
estimates of the Bibliotheque Nationale and 
the British Museum, in the absence, of a 
strict enumeration such as takes place in the 
Library of Congress. Considering books 
alone in the period of 1905-1909 the additions 
to the British Museum are given as 149464* 
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to the Bibliotheque Nationale, 166,634, and to 
the Library of Congress 425,925. From this 
it is evident that the Library of Congress 
with its present rate of increase will at no 
very distant time overtake and surpass the 
two libraries which now hold higher rank. 

A popular error is the belief rhat the great 
bulk of the accessions of the Library of Con¬ 
gress are made up of copyright deposits. 
From 1905 to 1910 copyrighted books formed 
only 61,290 of the book accessions to the 
library for that period, which numbered 
425 , 925 . 

There were added to the library during the 
last year 90,473 volumes, making the total pos¬ 
sessions of the library in printed volumes 
1 ,/ 93 ,i 5 S. There are 118,165 maps and charts 
(pieces) ; 517,806 volumes and pieces of mu¬ 
sic; 320,251 prints (pieces), these last three 
items not being included in the total con¬ 
tents of the library above noted. The addi¬ 
tions in 1909-1910 to the several classes were: 
Maps and charts, 6822 (volumes and pieces) ; 
music (volumes and pieces), 16,513; prints 
(pieces), 17,215. 

The collection of incunabula made by John 
Boyd Thacher, of Albany, N. Y., including 
926 volumes of European incunabula, repre¬ 
senting over 500 presses, has been placed in 
the library. 

The most important accessions of the year 
have been the volumes of Madison papers 
heretofore owned by the Chicago Historical 
Society, the title to which has now passed to 
the United States. The group of papers 
thus added constitutes eleven volumes aver¬ 
aging 100 folios each. 


GEORGE HORACE LORIMER TELLS 
HOW TO EDIT A PERIODICAL. 

The editor of the Saturday Evening Post 
didn’t put it just that way to the writer for 
the Sun who recently interviewed him, but, 
in the light of his success in editing the Post , 
he might very well have. 

Mr. Lorimer is not afraid apparently to di¬ 
vulge his methods or at any rate his methods 
of pursuing the author, and he talks inci¬ 
dentally of the relations between editor and 
.author. 

“Many years ago,” he says, “an ingenious 
•and sanguine author put forward the theory 
that for every short story written there was 
somewhere a waiting editor. The author’s 
only problem was to find that editor. To-day, 
so completely have conditions changed, an 
editor can only hope that somewhere a short 
story is being written for him. His problem 
is to find the author. 

“A publisher has nothing concrete to sell 
•to his subscribers, only the thoughts of other 
men. Where another business may live a 
lifetime on one idea and wax fat and pros¬ 
perous selling it over and over again in neat 
little packages the magazines must have new 
ideas for every month and each month’s pro¬ 
duct must be different, yet the same, as that 
of the preceding month. 

“When a number of a magazine is off the 
press the publisher’s warehouse is empty, his 
patterns are worthless. There is no com¬ 


fortable stock, manufactured to meet a known 
standard of public taste, to give him a sense 
of security when he walks through his plant. 
Fiis whole stock in trade is again under his 
hat and in the heads of a dozen men around 
him and a hundred more scattered through 
the country; and unless they can again and 
again make a new thing that will reflect ever 
changing yet eternally changeless human na¬ 
ture he is a bankrupt. 

“So,” continues the editor, having ex¬ 
plained the two and two of first principles, 
“it is very clear that the actual author and 
after him the potential author must be the 
object of an editor’s most solicitous regard 
To get them, to help them, and so far as pos¬ 
sible to shape their course to the magazine’s 
policy and needs is the first work of an 
editor. 

“I know that many editors attach great 
importance to^ discovering new men; that is, 
to printing their first stories. Of course, this 
is a pleasant and desirable thing to do, but 
in these days of keen and intellectual manu¬ 
script reading the discovery of a new man 
by a particular editor is determined, to some 
extent, by the author happening to send his 
first story to this particular editor’s office. 

“The essence of an editor’s work lies in 
estimating a new man, his capabilities and 
possibilities, his strength and weakness. He 
must know when and how to encourage and 
to suggest, according to the temperament and 
intelligence of the author; a great deal with 
some, a very little with others. 

“Above all he must guard against con¬ 
fusing a new man with too much advice, of 
hampering his development along original 
lines by trying to shape his style and ideas 
in some pet and particular mould of his own. 
Much more important to an editor than print¬ 
ing a man’s first work is a careful study of 
it, whether it is printed in his magazine or 
another, to see if it does not suggest the pos¬ 
sibility of some new series that will be par¬ 
ticularly suited to his magazine. Just as a 
bright newspaper man will often find the sug¬ 
gestion for a beat in an obscure item of a 
few lines, so will a good magazine editor 
often find the possibility of a striking series 
in a casual story or article by a new man. 

“Of course discoveries, like strikes in the 
Klondike, vary in their value and possibili¬ 
ties. Some writers get careless with a little 
success, stop studying, stop observing, stop 
trying,. and wrapped in a sweet certainty that 
a public that has liked some of their work is 
going to like all of it, pass through and down 
and out to a well deserved clerkship at a 
;*ibbon counter. It may be set down as axio¬ 
matic that the bigger a man’s head gets the 
smaller are the ideas that come out of it. 

“Some men whose stock in trade is the 
locality and the people that they have known 
all their lives take their first success on the 
first train to New York, live for a while on 
what they remember, and gradually slip back 
down the ladder to chicken farming. Some 
men with the best intentions in the world 
are like hens—they have just so many stories 
in them, and after they have written their 
quota neither red pepper nor the sunniest 
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possible conditions will coax out another 
printable page. 

“It is the man who has the wisdom to stay 
in his proper environment, whether that is 
Oshkosh or New York, who constantly strives 
to broaden his view on life and his skill in 
the use of his tools, who is never satisfied 
with the story finished but always sees the 
possibility of better work in the story just 
ahead, that is the backbone of every success¬ 
ful magazine. 

“To find a few men of this type every year 
is well worth any amount of trouble. These 
men do not complain of favoritism and pre¬ 
judice on the part of editors, nor do they 
say that there is no chance for any one who 
hasn’t a big name. They are the big names 
of to-morrow. 

“As a matter of fact we have always re¬ 
fused to buy stories on names or to value 
them by the yard stick. The greatest suc¬ 
cesses that we have made have been with 
comparatively unknown or with anonymous 
authors. The story of 5000 words is often 
worth more than the story of 10,000 by the 
same author. 

“The English magazines are a horrible ex¬ 
ample of the evil of buying on name. It has 
become increasingly common over there to 
shop for stories as if they were herring, to 
go to an agent and say: ‘I want half a dozen 
Kiplings,’ or. Til take a hundred thousand 
words of Gilbert Parker’; and the editor 
takes them, whether he likes them or not; 
whether they are suited to his magazine or 
not. 

“An American editor realizes that a maga¬ 
zine cannot be slung together in a happy go 
lucky fashion. Around him and in sympathy 
with his plans scattered from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific he must have a body of men who 
will suggest to him and to whom he can sug¬ 
gest, on whose work he can depend and 

build.” _ 

BEGINNING OF A PUBLISHING BUSI¬ 
NESS. 

One morning, somewhere in the year 1876, 
says the Boston Herald, a tall, thin-visaged 
woman, dressed in black, entered the Old 
Corner Bookstore on School Street, Boston, 
and, bowing in a dignified manner, said she 
wished the firm to sell some books for her. 
Being asked what they were about, she pro¬ 
duced two little volumes from a package un¬ 
der her arm, and handed them to the clerk. 

“Mind cure?” he asked, after looking them 
over. The woman, who had spoken in a 
sweet and well-modulated voice, answered not 
a word. 

“All right, madam,” the clerk went on curt¬ 
ly. “You can leave me six of the books, pro¬ 
vided you don’t charge too much.” 

“I get $1.50 for them,” said the visitor. 
“Very well; we’ll pay you $i. 07 t /£ for all we 
sell.” 

Declining to give her address, and saying 
simply, “I’ll call again,” the woman left the 
store. 

One of the books was placed in the “crank 
department” of the store—a shelf reserved 
for publications little known or of little merit; 


the other five were put beneath the counter 
to await possible customers. Within two or 
three days the book on the shelf found a 
purchaser; and when, at the end of the w r eek, 
the mysterious woman called again, the clerk 
discovered to his surprise that the volumes 
under the counter had also been disposed of. 
More books were handed in, the demand for 
them steadily increasing, and finally the firm 
took up the regular supply for the trade. 

Such was the beginning of the phenomenal 
success of “Science and Health,” and such 
also the beginning of the not less phenomenal 
fame of its author as “the founder of Chris¬ 
tian Science.” The unknown woman was 
Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy. 


“AMERICAN BOOK-PRICES CURRENT” 
FOR 1910. 

The new volume of “American Book- 
Prices Current,” being a record of books and 
autographs sold at auction in New York, 
Boston and Philadelphia during the season 
of 1909 and 1910, is in the printers’ hands.

A set of the works of Charles Dickens 
and books relating to him, all first editions 
and sold as one lot, brought $511 at Ander¬ 
son’s in the opening session of the sale of the 
library of the late Alonzo W. Porter, of New 
York City. A copy of the first edition, in the 
original pink wrappers, of “The Humorist,” 
London, 1819, with 40 etched and colored 
plates by George Cruikshank, brought $200. 
A copy of the rare first edition of the Lon¬ 
don, 1826, English translation of the Broth¬ 
ers Grimm’s popular stories, illustrated by 
George Cruikshank, and in binding by San- 
gorski and Sutcliffe, sold for $207. John 
Ruskin says of these Cruikshank plates that 
they are unrivalled in delicacy of touch and 
can only be compared to the etchings of 
Rembrandt. 

Other interesting items were: First edi¬ 
tions of Lewis Carroll’s “Alice’s Adventures 
in Wonderland” and “Through the Looking 
Glass and What Alice Found There,” $66.50; 
“Le Mouchoir: an Autobiographical Ro¬ 
mance,” one of the scarcest of James Feni- 
more Cooper’s works, as published in Brother 
Jonathan, No. xxn, New York, March 22, 
1843, its first appearance in print, $56; a com¬ 
plete set of “The Comic Almanac, an Ephe- 
meris in Jest and Earnest,” illustrated by 
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George Cruikshank and others, $61; a com¬ 
plete set, five volumes, of Charles Dickens's 
“Christmas Stories,” all first editions, $69; 
first edition, in separate book form, of Rob¬ 
ert Burns's “Tam o' Shanter,” $102; a set of 
Henry Aiken's colored sporting plates, $282; 
second edition of “Jorrocker Jaunts and Jol¬ 
lities,” by R. S. Surtees, $150; the Biblio¬ 
phile Society’s Andre's Journal, $53; “Liber

Dear Sir : Perhaps you will wish to give 
publicity to the following statement: 

Longmans, Green & Co. desire to warn the 
trade against a clever thief who is known to 
have operated for a long time successfully 
with the aid of a novel “book-trap.” 

This device consists of a large piece of 
stiff cardboard, very neatly tied up, and a 
deep box cover, also neatly wrapped, with the 
paper and ends of the tying strings turned 
over the edges and pasted down. This cover 
is a good deal smaller than the flat sheet of 
cardboard, though large enough to contain 
six.8vo books. These two parcels complete 
an innocent package, which he carries under 
him arm in a manner to defy the detection 
of the box as hollow. It is only too easy to 
slip books between the cardboard smd the 
cover where they are effectually hidden.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

GEORGE D. MORSE. 

George D. Morse, one of the best known 
men in the book and auction trades, passed 
away at his home in Haverhill, Mass., Satur¬ 
day, December 17. He was taken sick on 
Tuesday, and rapidly grew worse when pneu¬ 
monia set in. He was born in Haverhill 
about sixty-five years ago, his father, C. C. 


Morse, conducting the largest business in 
books, stationery and school supplies in that 
city. He was well educated in the schools of 
the city, and became an expert bookkeeper 
and a very fine penman. He was admitted 
into the business, and the firm name of C. C. 
Morse & Son was one whose name became 
well known for its business integrity. 
It was in those good old New England 
times, now past, when it paid to run a book¬ 
store in a country town, and all the new 
books could be found on its counters. Later on 
Mr. Morse became auctioneer for C. F. Libbie 
& Co., of Boston, serving them acceptably for 
over. 20 years, and afterwards accepted a 
position with the Anderson Auction Co., of 
New York. He was generally considered 
one of the best auctioneers of his day. He 
was a very genial person, full of jokes, with 
which he enlivened many a dull session, and 
will be greatly missed by a large circle of 
friends. He leaves a widow. 

Frank Lee Benedict, the novelist, died 
from heart disease December 14. Mr. Bene¬ 
dict was born in Alexander, N. Y., 1834, and 
was educated by private tutors. He began 
literary work when a mere boy, and pub¬ 
lished a little volume of poems when only 
fifteen years old. He wrote many novels, the 
best known of which were “My Daughter 
Elinor,” “Miss Van ICortland,” “Her Friend 
Lawrence,” “John Worthington’s Name,” 
‘Madame,” “Dorothy’s Charge,” “St. Simon’s 
Niece,” “’Twixt Hammer and Anvil” and 
“Mr. Vaughan’s Heir.” His poems, “The 
Shadow Worshipper” and others, were wide¬ 
ly read. Many of his books and short stories 
were translated into foreign languages and 
had a wide circulation. Of late years Mr.. 
Benedict had lived a quiet life among his 
books, and did little writing. He was an ac¬ 
complished linguist, writing and talking flu¬ 
ently in several languages. Mr. Benedict ed¬ 
ited Peterson's Magazine for a period, and 
once shared in the work of editing Libbin- 
cott’s. 

Paul E. Stevenson, author of books on 
yachting, died Tuesday in New York, where 
he was . born in 1868. He was educated at 
Columbia. In 1894 he went on a cruise to 
Calcutta in the British full-rigged ship 
“Dangalore.” He was 121 days out, and in 
1896 published a book, “A Deep-W^ater Voy¬ 
age.” In 1905 Mr. Stevenson sailed in the 
races for the cup offered by Kaiser William 
and in 1907 published his “The Race for the 
Emperor’s Cup.” He had also written a num¬ 
ber of short stories of sea life. 

Frank Madden, formely in the book and 
stationery business at Louisville, Ky., died re¬ 
cently in that city, aged eighty-four. Mr. 
Madden was a Civil War veteran and a na¬ 
tive of Brooklyn, N. Y.

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LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Though we still wait for a parcels post in 
the United States, it is announced that the 
government is about to inaugurate a Filipino 
parcels post with the international rate and 
weight limit. 

Signora Mathilde Serao is writing a new 
novel, to which she has given the extraordi¬ 
nary title of “Intoxication, Slavery and 
Death.” She intended at first to call it “Sin.” 
It is said that she has greater hopes of this 
hook than of any she has yet written. 

A beautiful book for porcelain collectors 
and enthusiasts is “A Book of Porcelain” 
(Macmillan), considering Chinese, Japanese, 
Italian, French, German and English porce¬ 
lain, by Bernard Rackham, with twenty-eight 
water-color drawings mounted on brown mats. 

A biography of Georgio Vasari, which is 
also a study of the later Renaissance in Italy, 
has just appeared in London. The author, 
R. W. Carden, has used contemporary letters 
and other documents to correct misstatements 
made by Vasari in his life of himself. 

Lord Rosebery's new book, “Lord Chatham, 
His Early Life and Connections,” which was 
published late last month by the. Harpers, has 
already * gone into a second printing in this 
country as well as in England. It seems to 
have reached the same public who seized upon 
Lord Rosebery’s previous work, “Napoleon, 
the Last Phase,” several years ago. 

The printing plant of the Butterick Pub¬ 
lishing Co., of New York, has taken up the 
production of Adventure , the new monthly 
story magazine recently started by the Ridge¬ 
way Publishing Co. The first two issues of 
the magazine were gotten out by the 
Schweinler Press, of New York. The But- 
lerick plant is adding $250,000 worth of new 
machinery to handle Everybody's Magazine 
und the work of the company’s other publica¬ 
tions, which is constantly increasing. 

Joe Muller, the hero of the volume of de¬ 
tective stories published last spring by Duf- 
field & Co. under the title of “Joe Muller, 
Detective,” is to make his appearance again 
in a new novel by Augusta Groner, which 
Grace Isabel Colbron has translated. Muller 
has the distinction of being the only German 
figure in the international gallery of great 
detectives. In the forthcoming novel, how¬ 
ever, “The Black Cord,” he appears as a man 
as well as a detective. The scenes are laid 
chiefly in Vienna, presenting a side of life 
-there that will be new to American readers. 

The Publishers' Weekly referred edi¬ 
torially a few months ago to the annoying and 
bibliographically pernicious practice, fortu¬ 
nately not often occurring, of publishing va¬ 
rious editions of the same work under va¬ 
riant or totally different titles. John Adams 
Thayer’s readable publishing reminiscences is 
unfortunately a new case in point. Appear¬ 
ing here as “Astir,” the French edition was 
entitled “The Reminiscences of an American 
Business Man.” Now the English edition 
appears as “Getting On; the Confessions of 
a Publisher.” 


The Heidelberg Tower, erected in Times 
Square, New York, during the past year sole¬ 
ly for advertising purposes, is to be torn 
down, a financial failure. Topping a seven- 
story office building, the tower was erected 
by a syndicate of St. Louisians at a cost of 
$400,000, and the lease of the tower adver¬ 
tising space was let out to the electrical sign 
firm of Betts & Betts at an annual sum said 
to be $60,000. So far one sign has been 
placed on the structure and Betts & Betts 
have gone into the hands of receivers. This, 
as The Fourth Estate says, is one more nail 
in the coffin of sign and billboard advertising. 

In the “Glamour of Oxford,” compiled by 
William Knight, the Oxford University Press 
have an anthology of tributes of which any 
university might well be proud. The book is 
a selection of descriptive passages in praise 
of Oxford University, in prose and verse, and 
by many authors, ranging in time from 
Thomas Churchyard of Wiolsey’s time to An¬ 
drew Lang and Sir A. T. 'Quiller-Couch to¬ 
day. Between come half the names of English 
literature—Matthew Arnold, Keats, Watts- 
Dunton, Dryden, Farrar, Huxley, Lamb, Rus- 
kin, Shakespeare, etc., and our own Haw¬ 
thorne, Lowell and Irving. 

A writer in the London Literary Post, a 
new and very readable weekly, declares with 
some impatience that he is getting deadly 
tired of Chestertoniana. “There is so much 
trick about it,” he says. “It is so shallow 
as well as being ponderous, and then the 
egotism of it all!. I do not think, despite his 
showman gifts, that Chesterton will last. 
Two or three years ago he carried every¬ 
thing before him, but then people were re¬ 
covering from a Shavian orgy and required 
a new pick-me-up. Their digestions are again 
getting out of order. I do not know who 
will supply the next aperitif. There is a 
chance for Belloc.” 

The Illustrated Christinas Publishers’ Cir¬ 
cular, which comes to hand this week, offers 
comparison with our own Christmas Book¬ 
shelf. It carries 126 pages of advertising, as 
against 119 pages for the Bookshelf. The 
pages of the Circular being twice the size 
of those of the Weekly, however, the actual 
amount of space sold is almost double. Illus¬ 
trations are, of course, a feature of the read¬ 
ing portion, nearly all the right-hand pages 
being solid collections of pictures. Adver¬ 
tisements in color and colored inserts are 
characteristic of the advertising section. 
Ninety-seven publishing houses are repre¬ 
sented by advertising, as against seventy in 
the Bookshelf. 

Book collectors will appreciate a story 
which Professor Bailey, of Cornell, takes 
joy in telling on himself. One day he dropped 
into an old book emporium in a certain west¬ 
ern New York city and there found an edi¬ 
tion which he wanted. Asking its price of 
the bookseller, he was told that it was $5. 
Thinking this rather steep, Professor Bailey 
said: “Don’t you think that is a pretty high 
price for an old book?” “Well,” said the 
bookseller, “it may seem so to you, but it 
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really doesn’t make any difference to me 
whether you buy the book or not, for there’s 
an old fool down at Ithaca by the name of 
Bailey who’ll take it at $5 just as soon as I 
offer it to him.” 

The thin-paper edition of Thomas Hardy 
is now nearing completion, with the latest 
additions of “The Mayor of Casterbridge” 
and “A Pair of Blue Eyes.” The order in 
which the volumes have appeared is a key to 
Hardy’s popularity in America—the novel 
with the largest sale to its credit being issued 
first, and so on through the list, which the 
Harpers have published in the following se¬ 
quence: “Tess of the D’Urbervilles,” “The 
Return of the Native,” “Jude the Obscure,” 
“Far from the Madding Crowd,” “Under the. 
Greenwood Tree,” “The Laodicean,” “The 
Hand of Ethelberta,” “Desperate Remedies,” 
“A Pair of Blue Eyes,” “The Mayor of Cas¬ 
terbridge.” 

In her recently published book about her 
Japanese travels Miss Marie C. Stopes, of 
the Royal Society, the first female scientist 
who has visited that particular part of the 
East, quotes this little anecdote from the 
Japanese Gazette: “An amusing incident oc¬ 
curred at an at home at Tokio this week. A 
matron, talking to a slender young woman in 
a pretty art gown of blue velvet, said: ‘Oh, I 
hear Dr. Stopes is here. I want to meet the 
delightful old party. I hear he is strong on 
fossils.’ Later she said to her hostess: ‘Who 
is that girl I’ve been talking to in the blue 
dress? She seems a nice girl.’ ‘That is Dr. 
Stopes, the learned geologist,’ said the 
hostess.” 

Bobbs-Merrill Co. have just sent us the 
last books of a most prolific year. Among 
them are “The Lady of the Lake,” with illus¬ 
trations by Howard Chandler Christy; “In 
Africa,” by John T. McCutcheon; “Songs of 
Home,” by James Whitcomb Riley, with pic¬ 
tures by Will Vawter; and “Reveries of a 
Bachelor,” illustrated by E. M. Ashe. For 
younger readers are “Dick Randall, the Young 
Athlete,” by Ellery FI. Clark; “The Golden 
Flour,” a collection of prose and poems for 
opening exercises in the school-room by Pru¬ 
dence Lewis; “Sunshine Annie,” by Josephine 
Scribner Gates, who also furnishes “Live 
Dolls’ Party Days,” first illustrated by Fanny 
Y. Cory, the last by Virginia Keep; and a 
new edition of “Stories of Wagner Operas 
for Children,” by Elizabeth M. Wheelock. 

It is suggested that the retirement of Lord 
Morley from the secretaryship of British In¬ 
dia may have something to do with the open¬ 
ing on December 19 of the casket containing 
the diary and private papers of the late Mar¬ 
quis of Dalhousie, who for eight years was 
Governor-General of India. The marquis 
provided in his will that the casket should 
not be opened and the papers should not be 
made public until fifty years after his death. 
It has been understood that Lord Morley 
would edit these papers if he lived to the 
appointed time, and it is now likely that he 
will be instrumental in giving to the world 
the story of a period of Indian history as im¬ 


portant as that which includes the lives of 
Hastings and Clive. As a writer Lord Mor¬ 
ley is known in this country principally 
through his “Life of Gladstone,” and his edi¬ 
torship of the English Men of Letters Series 
of biographies. Fie was originally the editor 
of a London newspaper. 

Richard G. Badger has sent us a number 
of books printed in Great Britain, but issued 
in this country under his imprint. “The 
Handy Natural History,” by Ernest Proth- 
eroe, with 318 illustrations, 136 of which are 
in full color; the book is intended for the 
general reader who has no time to study 
each of the sciences generally grouped under 
this head; “Venice in the Eighteenth Cen¬ 
tury,” by Philippe Monnier, a work which 
was crowned ’by the French Academy; “Lives 
of the Early Medici as Told in Their Corre¬ 
spondence,” translated and edited by Janet 
Ross, and illustrated with portraits and fac¬ 
similes ; “In the Torrid Sudan,” by H. Lin¬ 
coln Tangye, an account of sport and travel 
in Africa, with comments on the history and 
sociological conditions there; and “The Fa¬ 
vorites of Henry of Navarre,” by “Le Petit 
Homme Rouge,” in which will be found an 
account of all the women favorites of the 
great Henry from the time of his marriage 
to Marguerite de Valois to his death. 

“What Diantha Did,” a novel by Char¬ 
lotte Perkins Gilman, will be issued this 
week by the Charlton Co., of New York. 
This is Mrs. Gilnlan’s first novel, and will 
prove a surprise to those-who have so far 
known her only through her sociological 
writings. In a brisk and vigorous story she 
here shows the practical workings-out, by a 
most engaging young heroine, of the theories 
regarding the solution of the housekeeping 
problem which she has already made familiar 
to the public through her books, “Women 
and Economics” and “The Home.” Diantha, 
a girl with “a genius for housekeeping,” un¬ 
dertakes to organize the households of a 
community along lines laid down by Mrs. 
Gilman in these former works, with conse¬ 
quences amusing, sensational, humorous and 
sentimental. The story is laid in Southern 
California, and abounds in color, atmosphere 
and keen characterization of local types. It 
gives, moreover, a most convincing and min¬ 
ute array of facts and figures regarding the 
experiment which are frankly designed to be 
of practical use to other Dianthas disposed to 
embark on similar enterprises.
